Thu* gave me no relief from cold, ns I 
was wet. through and frost b itten, b ut was 
no longer in danger of b eing swept off, as 
wcro the other live. 
I was ab out overpow­ 
ered when rescued. " 
Regarding tho cause of tho wreck Stona 
say s tlmt^u lot of pig-iron was taken aUjard 
at Cheb oy gan. 
Her cargo consisted of ap­ 
ples, fish, potatoes, pig-iron, an I staves and 
tho load was unusually heavy , the b oat b eing 
loaded ab out 0110 foot deeper titan usual, 
tho deek b eing only ab out .six inches ub ovo 
water. 
After leaving Frankfort the weather was 
fine, and continued so until 10 p. in., when a 
galo from the northwest set in.

Ne w Y ork , Nov . 2.— Governor Hill was 
the principal sha k e r at a Democratic ratifi­ 
cation meeting in Brookly n Tuesday night, 
in tho course of his address he said: 
“Three y ears ago the electors of the coun­ 
try placed tho executive b ranch of this gov­ 
ernment in tho hands of tho Democratic par­ 
ty . The trust rcjK Sod in it has b een faith­ 
fully fulfilled. 
Tho country has had the b en­ 
efit of a*wise, safo, honost and economical 
administration of the government, and that 
is all thut is expected from a ¡lolitical i>arty . 
The laws have b een impartially enforced, the 
revenues have b een faithfully collected, tho 
standard of ollicial integrity has b een raised, 
the navy has b een purified in its methods and 
strengthened in its resources, and in its for­ 
eign relations tho ponce as well us tho honor 
of 
tho 
country 
have 
b een 
stead­ 
ily 
preserved. 
W hat 
star 
route 
frauds 
have 
flourished 
during 
this 
administration? Not one. 
How many acres 
of the pub lic lands have b een given nway to 
railroad corporations? Not a single acre. 
TI10 records show that during Repub lican 
rule there wore 154,538,1,‘14 acres of tho pub ­ 
lic lands given away to corporations, rather 
than reserved for actual sottders, while dur­ 
ing the past three y ears 31,824,481 acres have 
b een actually reclaimed and restorod to the 
jjcuple b y tho present administration. 
W hat 
scandals have disgraced any of the depart 
ments of government?

ings of our adversaries. 
The country posi­ 
tively refuses to b e ruined, even to ob lige our 
Repub lican friends. 
It ob stinately insists 
upon b eing prosperous. Our commercial agen­ 
cies every where report renewed confidence 
and increasing 
trade, 
and 
while 
such 
clever partisans as Mr. Depew are predicting 
and hoping for a commercial panic in order 
to emb arrass a Democratic administration of 
tho treasury , and to provoke hostile criticism 
of Democratic policy among b usiness men, 
noverthel --g the welcome p inic fails to came. 
This is 1 lie usual period when annual south­ 
ern outrages are reported for the b enefit of 
the Repub lican newspapers, b ut oven they 
have» failed this y ear to respond to the urgent 
demand for their appearance.

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WATERS OF THE SPRINGS. 


Principal Confttltuent« of tlu* I)ifl« *rcnt 
ClaiHMCA of Mineral AVa(»•!■*. 
The w ater of m any springs holds in 
solution saline, earthy and m etallic in­ 
gredients. 
Such springs are found in 
m ost parts of the earth, each differing 
irom the other, m ore or less, in the char 
acter, quantity and combination of the 
constituents. 
Indeed, 
n.s at Saratoga, 
there m ay lx? essential differences in the 
waters of springs at hut a short distance 
from each other. 
The principal constituents are soda, 
m agnesia, lime, iron and lithium , com- 
hined w ith various acids. 
In some the* 
is free carbonic acid, so that the water 
resembles the m anufactured carl>onated 
w ater of our so called “ soda fountains.” 
There m ay be, also, in sm aller quanti­ 
ties, one or m ore of a dozen other m in­ 
erals. 
Some springs are hot and their 
tem perature increases their value, esix - 
cially for bathing purposes. 
The springs generally contain a m ix­ 
ture of several m ineral constituents, but 
they are classified according to the pre­ 
dom inant one, which, in the m ain, deter­ 
m ines the class of cases to which the 
w ater is suite*], though its action is m odi­ 
fied by that of the lesser ingredients. 
In one class, the chief ingredient is, 
common sa lt-c hlo rid e of sodium. Since 
salt enters into the tissues of the bodv, 
and largely into the gastric juice, it m ust 
nave im portant therapeutical uses. 
It 
stim ulates the action of the stom ach and 
bowels and the general circulation. 
In 
this class of springs, the action of the salt 
is usually modified by carbonic 
which is also found in them . 
The w ater of a second class of springs 
is alkaline, and has carbonate of s*xla 
which differs not greatly from our e*x>k- 
ing s o d a -fo r its chief ingredient.
